Former Romulus teacher 
given 3-year probation

A former Romulus High 
School calculus teacher Will¬ 
iam Raeck Jr., who was 
charged with four third degree 
sexual conduct charges involv¬ 
ing students and ex-students 
last fall, was sentenced to 
three years probation on one 
of those charges last Friday by 
Circuit Court Judge Amy Hath¬ 
away. 

Part of Raeck’s sentence in¬ 
cludes mandatory psycho¬ 
therapy treatment and a ban 
on Raeck ever teaching ele¬ 
mentary or high school stu¬ 
dents again. 

Raeck’s arrest last Septem¬ 
ber shocked school leaders 
and hundreds of the ex¬ 
teacher’s friends throughout 
the community. 

Raeck was a repeat volun¬ 
teer at many school and city 
functions during his 20-year 
career with the local school 
district and most of those who 
knew him considered his repu¬ 
tation “impeccable.” 


The common theme heard 
around the community as word 
of the charges began to spread, 
was “I hope it is not true.” Res¬ 
idents expressed great respect 
for Raeck’s intelligence, his 
volunteerism and his great 
compassion for others in times 
of crisis. 

But one Romulus High grad¬ 
uate and one current student 
testified at his preliminary 
hearing at the 34th District 
Court in Romulus that the inci¬ 
dents involving the boys did 
not occur on school property. 

Police said they occurred at 
Raeck’s Romulus home and 
his cottage in Irish Hills. 

One of the alleged victims 
testified he became friends 
with Raeck, while the ex¬ 
teacher operated a pizza shop 
known as “Mr. Bill’s Pizza.” 
Raeck no longer owns that 
business, police said. 

The boys testified that 
Raeck took still photos and 
videotapes of them scantily 
dressed or nude. The graduate 
said one of the incidents oc¬ 
curred while he was helping 


Raeck remodel a bathroom in 
the ex- teacher’s home. 

Romulus Detective Sgt. 
Cora Semrau said the video 
tapes were never found and 
the Polaroid photos did not de¬ 
pict anyone in the nude. 

Romulus Superintendent 
Dr. William Bedell imme¬ 
diately suspended Raeck from 
his school duties. Raeck sev¬ 
eral months later resigned 
from the school district. 

The mother of one of the vic¬ 
tims (and a former social part¬ 
ner of Raecks) said Raeck was 
“a really nice traditional guy, 
who always tried to help 
others, but unfortunately cau¬ 
ght these boys when they were 
so vulnerable. 

“It is a shame he is so sick, 
but I can’t think of any other 
appropriate word to use to de- 
cribe him.” 

Early in May just before his 
trial was about to begin, Raeck 
pleaded no contest to one of 
the charges and the other 
three complaints were 
dropped. 


Boy hit by truck* dies

A bicycling four-year-old 
Romulus boy was struck and 
fatally injured by a vehicle 
Saturday afternoon as he was 
leaving a friend’s house on Cal¬ 
ifornia, near Hollywood. 

Pronounced dead at Heri¬ 
tage Hospital in Taylor was 
Cody L. Chafins, son of Angela 
M. and Michael E. Chafins. 

Police said the young boy 
pedaled out of his friend’s Cal¬ 
ifornia street driveway (after 
sharing some ice cream with 
his friend) shortly before 4 
p.m. He then traveled about 45 
feet before he was struck by a 
Ford Explorer driven by a 
neighbor living on Dodge 
street. 

A witness told police the 
driver was traveling west on 
California street, when his ve¬ 
hicle ran over the small boy. 
The witness said the driver 
was not speeding. 

Traffic Officer Len White is 


investigating how much a pri¬ 
vacy fence blocked the driver’s 
view prior to the accident. 

It also was reported that the 
boy wore no helmet No state 
law requires such, equipment 
and there is no early evidence 
such a helmet would have 
made a difference in the 
mishap. 

The funeral was scheduled 
for today at the Crane Funeral 
Home with the Rev. Royal Mar¬ 
tin of the Harmony Baptist 
Church of Rockwood officiat¬ 
ing. Interment was in the 
United Memorial Gardens of 
Plymouth. 

Survivors also include his 
sister, Keri E.; his maternal 
grandparents, Silvia and Ari¬

With action now readied for 
the long ballyhooed Vining 
Road interchange, Mayor Will¬ 
iam Oakley is concerned that 
the TIFA board be ready for 
the financial actions needed. 

Current TIFA Treasurer 
Matt Raftary recently asked 
for a hike in his salary from 
about $22 to $65 per hour for

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County rebels petition to secede

If the Western suburbs se¬ 
cede from Wayne County to 
form Newburgh County, Jeff 
Schroder, leader of the seces¬ 
sionist movement says he will 
be glad to be rid of County Ex¬ 
ecutive Ed McNamara’s bu¬ 
reaucratic government, 
Wayne’s Godzilla-size tax bur¬ 
den, and a spending policy 
that favors Detroit. 

“Newburgh County’s tax 
rate will go down tremen¬ 
dously, to something like Oak¬ 
land County’s, which is 60 
percent lower than Wayne’s, or 
Macomb County’s, which is 70 
percent lower,” he said. “The 
size of the government will go 
down because Newburgh will 
focus on maintaining and 
building roads and drains -- 
the things county government 
is supposed to do.” 

Newburgh will eliminate 
no-bid contracts for airport 
concessions, reduce county 
commissioners’ expense ac¬ 
counts, and use welfare recip¬ 
ients to clean the roads, he 
predicted. 

Wayne County incumbents 


would have to live in the re¬ 
duced Wayne to run for reelec¬ 
tion, if the plan succeeds.. 

Schroder, a candidate for a 
Wayne County Commission 
seat, has been collecting peti¬ 
tion signatures requesting the 
state to allow Western Wayne 
to secede and form Newburgh 
County. 

Newburgh would include 
Belleville, Canton, Inkster, 
Sumpter, Romulus, Van Buren, 
Wayne, Westland, Dearborn, 
Dearborn Heights, Garden 
City, Huron, Livonia, North- 
ville (city and township), Plym¬ 
outh (city and township), and 
Redford. It’s population would 
be 650,000 and Livonia would 
probably be the county seat. 

“Out of 500 houses, includ¬ 
ing those on McNamara’s 
street, I haven’t found one per¬ 
son against seceding,” he said. 
“Once this gets going it will 
snowball.” 

“If he can collect 247,000 sig¬ 
natures in Wayne, then the re¬ 
quest will go to the legislature 
or on a statewide ballot. If ap¬ 
proved, then Wayne residents 
most approve the secession in 
a county election. 

Schroder will have help 


from Leonard Mannausa, a re¬ 
tired steelworker living in 
Brownstown Township, who 
launched an unsuccessful pe¬ 
tition drive in 1992. He has re¬ 
vived his efforts to form the 
new county of Erie, with plans 
to include some of the areas 
also in Schroder’s plan. 

The mayors of Harper 
Woods and the Grosse Pointes, 
who have a combined popula¬ 
tion of 70,000, reportedly are 
seriously considering support¬ 
ing the drive. 

Though an opponent of the 
drive, Assistant County Execu¬ 
tive Mike Duggan is enjoying 
the politics allegedly behind 
it. 

“It’s who will take over state 
Sen. Bob Geake’s (R- 
Northville) seat in 1998,” said 
Duggan. “(County Commis¬ 
sioner) Thaddeus McCotter (R- 
Livonia) and (Rep.— Debbie 
Whyman (R-Canton) both want 
the seat. We Democrats are en- , 
joying ourselves watching the 
Republicans tear themselves 
apart.” 

“All options are open,” said 
Schroder. “It’s too early to fill 
in all the details that residents 
will democratically decide.”

Accused are now facing 
video court arraignments

Within 30 days accused area 
lawbreakers, who may not 
even have had their pictures 
displayed on local Post Office 
walls yet, will face their first 
on the screen experience be¬ 
fore video cameras. 

Chief 34th District Court 
Judge Tina Brooks Green re¬ 
vealed last Thursday that bar¬ 
ring any last minute mixups, 
accused criminals will be ar¬ 
raigned late this month in lo¬ 
cal jails before video cameras 
that will be tied into the 
Romulus-based courtrooms. 

The video arraignments are 
being marketed as a health 
safety program cycle that will 
eliminate the need to bus ac¬ 
cused criminals from police 
stations in Romulus, Be¬ 
lleville, Van Buren, Sumpter 
and Huron Townships to the 
court house in Romulus. 

The accused will be ar¬ 
raigned in a procedures office 


in the police headquarters 
that will be monitored at the 
34th District Court. 

Municipal leaders of the 
five communities served by 
the 34th District Court have 
been talking with Green for 
several months on the techno¬ 
logical breakthrough. The 
video program still needs to be 
approved by local municipal 
governmental bodies. 

The leaders also met re¬ 
cently with an Ameritech com¬ 
pany representative in an 
attempt to create a cost reduc¬ 
tion program for the two outly¬ 
ing communities, Sumpter and 
Huron Townships. 

Ameritech representative 
Roger Scott said he would pass 
on the request from the 34th 
District Court to his business 
leaders, but said it would be 
handled only on a business as 
usual basis. 

Green and others hoped 
they could get a cost break for 
the two furthest out commu¬ 
nities, even if that effort raised 


the cost for Romulus and Be¬ 
lleville slightly. 

Green said it would be a tre¬ 
mendous chance for Ameri¬ 
tech to score a public relations 
scoop, since the 34th District 
would be the first large group¬ 
ing of municipalities to begin 
such a program in Michigan. 

(At the present time, the 
Plymouth-Canton 35th District 
Court operates such a video ar¬ 
raignment program.) 

But Scott did not see that 
public relations chance as a 
major incentive for Ameritech, 
even though such video ar¬ 
raignment systems will proba¬ 
bly spread across the state in 
the next few years. 

Since additional technical 
equipment will be needed by 
the five communities to setup 
the arraignment system and 
Ameritech is definitely “not 
the cheapest supplier” of such 
equipment, the 34th District 
will accept other supplier 
bids, Green said.

his TIFA responsibilities, 
since he is no longer city asses¬ 
sor. Raftary is now a Wayne 
County employee. 

It appears the TIFA board 
will reject that request and 
name Maria Lambert as its 
new treasurer, but no action 
has been taken since the board 
has not had enough members 
in attendance to create any 
such change. 

To add to the concern, City 
Treasurer James 
Napiorkowski appeared at the 
council chambers on June 25 
to present the TIFA board with 
his letter of concern on the ap¬ 
pointment of Lambert as trea¬ 
surer. 

He along with Oakley and 
city and TIFA critic James 
Rarey apparently were the 
only ones present, not knowing 
the meeting had been can¬ 
celed hours earlier. 

Napiorkowski’s letter to the 
TIFA board stated “due to 
some recent concerns by some 
members of the public regard¬ 
ing how TIFA funds have been 


disbursed and invested, I have 
been reviewing the statute es¬ 
tablishing TIFA as well as the 
City Charter.” 

The letter continued “I am 
not disputing the statute and 
the TIFA board’s authority to 
appoint a treasurer,” however 
based on the City Charter, “I 
believe that the responsibility 
should fall on me as City Trea¬ 
surer in regards to the inves¬ 
ting and distribution of the 
various TIFA funds.” 

If the board feels that this is 
not the case, Napiorkowski 
said, “I would then ask that 
this action be held off till such 
time as the Michigan Attorney 
General can render an opinion 
on this matter.” 

Napiorkowski said privately 
that “since I will probably be 
held accountable as City Trea¬ 
surer if there is some foul up 
with TIFA funding, I feel that I 
should have some voice in the 
funds disbursements.” 

Following the cancellation 
of the J une 25 meeting Jason R 
Lovette, chairman of the local 
TIFA board, wrote a letter urg¬ 
ing TIFA members to “make 
every effort to attend” the 
TIFA meeting slated for July 9 
“as the work of the TIFA must 
be accomplished.”

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Group home’s operator 

is charged with fraud

Medicaid fraud charges 
have been pressed against the 
operator of group homes in Ro¬ 
mulus, Van Buren and Rock- 
wood by Michigan Attorney 
General Frank J. Kelley. 

Kelley’s office lists the firm 
as the S. Howard Homes Inc. of 
Grosse Pointe Park. 

Department of Community 
Health Director James K. 
Haveman Jr. also stated the 
charges (along with those 
against Shirley Howard- 
Coates, two other individuals 
and two other corporations) 
were filed late last week in 32- 
B Municipal Court in Grosse 
Pointe Park and 36th Judicial 
District Court in Detroit. 

The local facilities involved 
in the fraud charges are the 
Shook- Tobine Community Liv¬ 
ing Facility at 9650 Tobine and 
Linda Vista Court Alternative 
Intermediate Services of 
Linda Vista court in Van 
Buren. 

According to Romulus City 
Clerk Linda Choate the Shook- 
Tobine home was licensed on 
March 6,1991 as an adult foster 
care home for six residents. 

Charges against the S. How¬ 
ard Homes (operators of the lo¬ 
cal homes) includes: three 
counts of conspiracy to commit 
Medicaid fraud, four counts of 
conspiracy to obtain money

under false pretenses over 
$100 and eight counts of ob¬ 
taining money under false pre¬ 
tenses over $100. 

State complaints against 
Howard-Coates, age 50, of 
Grosse Pointe Park, included 
three counts of conspiracy to 
commit Medicaid fraud, five 
counts of conspiracy to obtain 
money under false pretenses 
over $100 and nine counts of 
obtaining money under false 
pretenses over $100. 

According to information 
supplied by Kelley’s and Have- 
man’s offices, the charges were 
the result of a lengthy investi¬ 
gation by the state’s Health 
Care Fraud Division, the De¬ 
partment of Community 
Health and the Royal Maca- 
bees Insurance Co. of South- 
field. 

The investigation uncov¬ 
ered two schemes developed 
by the defendants to illegally 
obtain Medicaid funds and in¬ 
surance benefits, Kelley’s of¬ 
fice revealed. 


The first scheme had the de- • 
fendants allegedly billing 
Medicaid for employees pro¬ 
viding direct care to patients, 
when (in fact) the employees 
were only providing adminis- 
trative functions.

Kelley continued “Medicaid 
fraud victimizes all taxpayers 
in Michigan. I fully intend to 
prosecute these types of cases 
to the fullest extent possible.” 

Haveman added “the dis¬ 
covery of fraud through a de¬ 
partment audit and the joint 
investigation with the Attor¬ 
ney General’s office should 
serve as a strong reminder that 
we will not tolerate any at¬ 
tempt to take advantage of vul¬ 
nerable people. If a provider 
tries to take advantage of those 
in their care, we will discover 
it, investigate it and prosecute 
it.”

Accident 
causes 
1 death, 
1 injury

When Van Buren police offi¬ 
cers reported a car accident at 
the corner of Haggerty Road 
and Huron River Drive, Lt. 
Ken Brooks knew it was a bad 
one. 

“It tends to upset them 
worse if it’s bad or if there’s a 
kid involved,” he said. “Espe¬ 
cially since they all have kids 
of their own.” 

At approximately 3:15 p.m., 
June 27, a 1983 Mercury, head¬ 
ing east on Huron River Drive, 
attempted to make a left-hand 
turn onto Haggerty. The 82- 
year old driver apparently 
didn’t see the 1987 Ford pick¬ 
up, which was heading west on 
Huron River Drive, and she 
pulled in front of it. 

Although Lt. Brooks didn’t 
see the two vehicles involved, 
he said it was a massive impact 
to the passenger door of the 
Mercury. 

Paul Bodis, 13, of Belleville, 
was riding in the front pas¬ 
senger seat and his grand¬ 
mother, Eleanor Bodis, was the 
driver. Both were pinned in¬ 
side. Paul was airlifted to the 
University of Michigan Medi¬ 
cal Center in Ann Arbor, while 
his grandmother was taken to 
St. Joseph Mercy Hospital. 

Both were in critical condi¬ 
tion, and Mrs. Bodis later died. 
The youth remains hospi¬ 
talized. 

The driver of the other vehi¬ 
cle was treated and released 
from St. Joseph Hospital. 

All of the accident victims

were wearing seat belts, ac¬ 
cording to Lt. Brooks. 

Van Buren police and fire 
received help from Belleville 
police and fire, the Wayne 
County Sheriffs Department, 
the State Police, and Metro- 


park police. 

Lt. Brooks explained that 
this is a bad intersection for 
accidents. Traffic had to be 
stopped a half-mile in each di¬ 
rection for several hours after 
the accident so the helicopter 
could get in and out, and so the 


police could reconstruct the 
accident. 

“When it looks like a near- 
fatal accident, you go one step 
further to make sure your in¬ 
vestigation is complete,” Lt. 
Brooks explained.

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Governor Engler has 
really opened a Pan¬ 
dora’s Box with his 
Schools of Choice 
edict. The tally so far 
-in Western Wayne is 
•-two “for,” two 
“against,” and one “undecided.” 

Wayne-Westland and Van Buren Schools have 
agreed to go along with Engler’s plan and allow 
students to move in and out of the district 
freely. Plymouth-Canton and Romulus Schools 
.have opted to “buck” the plan and keep their 
■ districts closed. That rebelliousness will cost 
: those two school districts 10 percent of their 
: : state aid. Inkster hasn’t made a decision but 
^supposedly is leaning towards agreeing with 
the edict. 

The plan simply allows students to attend the 
school district of their choice within their in¬ 
termediate school district area. In the case of 
Western Wayne, that is anywhere in Wayne 
County. Of course, if a school district opts out of 
the plan, only students within the local school 
district (as it is now) can attend that school. 
Originally schools had until July 1 to make 
their decision, but last Wednesday the deadline 
was extended until Aug. 1. 

The Pandora’s Box has been created by the 
air of uncertainty that exists everywhere. No 
one, no expert, no school board member, knows 
what Schools of Choice will do to our system of 
education. Our leaders hope it will truly lead to 
an open, free campus where students of all 
backgrounds will intermingle in a spirit of co¬ 
operation. Detractors, however, see Schools of 
Choice being the catalyst for even more racial 
polarization than what already exists. 

Keep your eye on the degree of student move¬ 
ment this fall and whether there will be full 
scale recruitment of “blue chip” athletes out- 

- side local districts. These two barometers will 
tell us how aggressive school districts hope to 
be with their new-found freedom.

It’s possible public schools may go the way of 
: private schools. In my opinion, private schools 
; have gotten increasingly competitive vying for 
: students with large-scale, expensive marketing 
: plans. Imagine public schools competing in the 
A same way. It will make many of our early educa- 
; tors roll over in their graves.

Last week we reported there are moves afoot 
to secede Western Wayne from Wayne County. 
^Leonard Mannausa, a Brownstown Township 
: retiree, is seeking to create Erie County out of 
portions of downriver and Western Wayne. Jeff

: carve out 18 Western Wayne communities and 
Tcall them Newburgh County. 

T All of us from time to time, become disen¬ 
chanted with our local governments. Wayne 
County can be cold and cruel and many of us 
don’t think we get a fair shake compared to De¬ 
troit. However, to seriously consider secession, 
leaders and business people would have to feel 
totally disenfranchised and that is not the case. 

My attitude is similar to County Commission¬ 
er Bruce Patterson’s, who said, “I’m not inter- 

- ested in the proliferation of more bureaucrats 

- and elected officials. I’m more interested in 
downsizing and eliminating unnecessary layers 
of government.

Here is RECAP’S motto - "We 
can’t fight EDS on a technical 
level, so all we can do is try to de¬ 
stroy the credibility of the peo¬ 
ple involved.” This sounds a lot 
like, oh well, if we can’t fight on 
the basis of the facts, we’ll just 
speculate, accuse and make 
things up, no matter who we 
hurt. This is what has been and 
is still going on in Romulus. 

Again and again we see the 
same sort of behavior. RECAP 
refuses to deal with facts, only 
emotion. Like many other cultist 
groups, there are a limited few 
who control the flow of informa¬ 
tion to it’s members. The follow¬ 
ers generally do not question 
those in control. 

What happens when someone 
questions those in control? What 
happens when someone asks a 
question that those in control do 
not approve of? 

Well let us tell you a little sto¬ 
ry. A group of people in Taylor 
were approached by RECAP to 
join in the good fight against 
EDS. RECAP came to Taylor and 
presented a video about a deep 
well facility in Winona, Texas 
that showed a series of atrocities 
to animals and humans that RE¬ 
CAP said was due to the well 
there. We listened to RECAP 
and then asked for information 
on the well from EDS. After re¬ 



viewing EDS’ information, we 
asked EDS about the Winona, 
Texas deep well. We also asked 
EDS if they could take a group 
from Taylor, including any inter¬ 
ested city officials, down to 
Winona, Texas to see the truth 
about Winona. 

In February, a small group of 
people made a trip to Winona, 
Texas to investigate claims of ill¬ 
ness, deaths, and birth defects in 
both humans and animals, and 
the contamination of water and 
soil. Keeping in mind all of these 
people were in fear of what they 
may encounter. Much to our sur¬ 
prise, things were a lot different 
then described by RECAP. We 
expected the well to be oozing 
green smelly sludge and odors. 
Surprise, surprise or was it? RE¬ 
CAP knew the truth. 

Mrs. Glazer, the wonderful la¬ 
dy in Texas who is fighting the 
project there, told us she had 
specifically told R.P. Lilly not to 
go around telling people that all 
of these problems were due to 
the deep well. The problems at 
the Winona, Texas facility are 
not due to the deep well, but due 
to a separate facility on the same 
property that reprocesses dan¬ 
gerous solvents, like Michigan 
Recovery (EQ) does in Romulus, 
Michigan on Van Bom Road. As 
we saw it, the problems at the 
solvent recovery facility are due 
to loading, unloading and stor¬ 
age procedures associated with 
the solvents, not the deep well. 

It is clear, Mr. Lilly, that you 


don't want the well, but don’t lie 
to the people about whether it 
can be done safely and don’t mis¬ 
lead the citizens of Romulus and 
Taylor. Your righteous attitude 
behavior is pathetic.

Mid-August may seem like a 
long time away, but take it 
from Wayne Soap Box Derby 
officials Tom Dobrowolski and 
Hal Hultman, it’s just around 
the comer if you’ve got to start 
building your car from scratch. 

“Last year some kids who 
signed up for the race didn’t 
make it because they didn’t 
have their cars finished. That’s 
why we’re making our pitch 
early this year,” Hultman said. 

“We also want people to 
know that the Soap Box Derby 
is open to everyone, regardless 
of where they live,” Dob¬ 
rowolski said. “We don’t want 
people to think it’s a ‘Wayne 
only’ event just because it’s 
held in Wayne.” 

“And, it doesn’t matter how 
fancy or how plain the car is - 
some people do a lot of special 
painting and others don’t,” he 
said. 


Dobrowolski and Hultman 
emphasized that the point of 
the event is for kids and their 
parents to have fun working to¬ 
gether to build the car and 
then racing it.

Under the gun by the 
United States Department of 
Education to find racial bal¬ 
ance in the Mega Conference, 
Mega Conference officials an¬ 
nounced the expansion of the 
24-team league to possibly 30 
teams, including former mem¬ 
bers of the predominately 
African-American Suburban 
Athletic Conference. 

The move ends nearly six- 
years of legal battle between 


the Mega and the Westwood 
school district, which had pre¬ 
viously sought but was denied 
membership in the confer¬ 
ence. 

Westwood’s rejection slip 
triggered a lawsuit in 1993 that 
ended earlier this year with its 
acceptance into the Mega Con¬ 
ference. Mega Conference offi¬ 
cials, apparently sick of 
fighting the U.S. Department 
of Education decided to cave 
in and “admit all of the former 
SAC schools.” 

Westwood and Inkster were 


informed earlier this year that 
they would be allowed to com¬ 
pete in the conference in some 
sports beginning with the 
1996-97 school year. Because of 


scheduling difficulties, the 
SAC would not gain full mem¬ 
bership until the 1997-98 
school year. 

However, the two local 


teams, longtime affiliates of 
the SAC, had earlier an¬ 
nounced that they would com¬ 
pete as independents until 
such time that the scheduling 
kinks were ironed out. 

Not only will Robichaud 
and Inkster be allowed “in”, 
but the entire SAC member¬ 
ship, including Highland Park, 
River Rouge, Willow Run and 
Ecorse also have been invited 
to join the Mega. 

Romulus was the first lo¬ 
cally to challenge the Mega. 
The school district filed a suit 


in Wayne County Circuit Court 
charging that the Mega was 
racially motivated discrimi¬ 
nates against minorities. 

The two parties came to an 
out-of-court settlement which 
allowed Romulus to gain mem¬ 
bership in the league during 
the 1995-96 school year. That 
lawsuit opened the doors for 
other school districts to chal¬ 
lenge the Mega Conference’s 
membership policies. 

In the wake of Romulus’

Mental game plan key j 
tool to enjoyable sports I

Most volunteer youth 
coaches understand the impor¬ 
tance of making each child’s 
sports experience a positive 
and fun-filled one. 

And though it’s often over¬ 
looked, a mental game plan is 
a key tool in helping do just 
that. 

The three techniques in a 
mental game plan are: 

(1) Relaxation 

(2) Concentration 

(3) Winning attitude 

“A mental game plan, quite 
frankly, is necessary for every¬ 
body that participates, includ¬ 
ing the coach,” says Dr. 
Thomas Tutko, a renowned 
sports psychologist and pro¬ 
fessor in the psychology de¬ 
partment at San Jose State 
University. 

One thing that often hap¬ 
pens during sports is that 
players become anxious so 
there’s a tendency to hyper¬ 
ventilate. 

It’s important that young¬ 
sters are taught to control 
their breathing - taking a deep 
breath and letting it all out. 

If youngsters are able to 
control their breathing they’ve 
taken a major step toward be¬ 
coming more relaxed. 

And that can only enhance 
their performance.

Next, concentration is fo¬ 
cusing on the task at hand and 
eliminating all the peripheral 
material. 

Lastly, there’s attitude. 

It’s amazing what young¬ 
sters will worry about that ac- i 
tually sets up the potential for I 
failure. 

But a volunteer youth coach 
can help address that. 

One of the things that re¬ 
search has shown is the more 
you worry about failing the 
more you’re actually creating 
it. 

An important factor for 
coaches to be aware of is to 
train the youngsters on their 
team to think about the best 
possible way of doing some¬ 
thing based on what they’ve 
done in the past. 

Follow this approach and 
you’ll be amazed at the way a 
child’s behavior will change. 

Remember, a child’s confi¬ 
dence is based on the feed¬ 
back they get from their coach 
and other players. 

Coaches are in a unique po¬ 
sition to help youngsters and 
implementing a mental game 
plan is an ideal approach that 
benefits everyone.
